Lewis, of this district, wired the fol- 
lowing to Governor Kibbey: ‘‘Last 
night an armed mo attacked our of- 
fice at Ashfork, shooting into the of- 


fice with revolvers and endangering 
the lives of our employees, They 
threatened to renew the attack to- 


night. TI eall upon you to protect the 
lives of employees and the property 
of the company. at Ashfork. Please 
act promptly,” 

Gov, Kibbey replied that he would 
act immediately. The following is the 
official report of Mr. Sway, one of 
the electrical engineers of the com- 
pany at Ashfork :-— 

“We are forewarned that there 
would be trouble, so about 9 o’elock 
last night we barrieaded the front and 
back doors, so they ecduld not rush 
us. At 10 o’clock several parties tried 
to get in the front door, We turned 
all the lighta out and except one over 
the sidewalk and one over the in- 
side counter. There wag not much 
doing with the exception of kicking 
on the doors, until 11.35 o'clock, when 
we saw a man coming from the di- 
rection of the aHrvey house, He stop- 
ped at the front door and fired three 
shots. One went through a glass door 
in front and another through a glass 
door on the side, It was quiet then 
iti] 2.15 a.m., when there was three 
men fired another volley, breaking 
more glass, at 3 o’clock the ‘erowd 
came again and fired more than a 
dozen shots, The lights left burning 
were shot out. One of the last shots 
was simed apparently at a cot on 
whieh Sutton, one of our men, was 
sleeping.”’

Desire Federal Incorporatior to 
Make the Profession a 
Closed One. 


Montreal, August 20,—The Dominion 
Association of Arehitects in session 
here has decided to apply to the 
Dominion Government for an act ¢f 
incorporation, tha chief feature cf 
whieh will be a clause making = the 
architectural profession a closed one. 
It this project of ineonporation — be- 
comes law it will mean that all the 
architects of the Dominion will be 
bound in a close corporation ana any 
one to exercise the profession must he 
properly certified by a board of ex- 
aminets. 

Alberta Has Close Corporation. 

Tie question was raised whether cr 
not the Federal Government could 
grant a charter to «o8 end, but it was 
stated authoritatively that it had full 
power to do so, and that such an ac- 
tion would not interfere with any pro- 
vincial rights already obtained. At 
the present time Quebee and Alber- 
ta have close corporations in their 
provinees, but al] the other provinces 
of the Dominion have open organiza- 
tions, 

To Benefit Members and Fix Standard 

The projected law unites all these 
provincial organizations and = gives 
Quebec and Alberta the option cf 
coming in if they desire, but if trey 
fail to do so they cannot empower 
their architects to practice beyond 
their own borders. The general pur- 
port of the proposed act is to allow 
an architect to practice his profession 
in any part of the Dominion, It will 
also regulate the issue of licenses to 
those who wish to follow the profes- 
sion.
